Washington.—-Invitation for a five- 
power naval disarmament  confer- 
ence to be held in London, beginning 
on the Monday or Tuesday of the 
third week in January will be issued 


by Great Britain. The text of the in-| 


vitation will be made public, prob- 
ably simultaneously in the five capi- 
tals concerned, London, Washington, 
Tokyo, Paris and Rome. 


This information was given out 
at the White House by George 
Anderson, secretary to President 
Hoover, after he had talked with the 
President over the telephone. 

Mr. Hoover had been in confer- 
ence at his camp on the Rapidan 
River, Va., with Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald, of Great Bri- 
tain. 

The conference in January will 
seek an agreement limiting all cate- 


gories of fighting ships not affected, 


by the, Washington treaty of 1922. 


This pact imposed a gross tonnage | 


limitation on capital ships and air- 
craft carriers, provided a_ ten-year 
holiday in the construction of battle- 


shipe and fixed a tonnage ratio for| 
capital ships at five for the United) 


States, five for Great Britain, three 
for Japan and 1.7 each for France 
and Italy. ’ 


The United States intends to pro-| 


pose that the capital ships holiday 
be extended from 1913 to the ex- 


piration of the Washington treaty | 


in 1936, pre-supposing another gen- 
eral conference at that time, which 
may see the elimination of the bat- 
tleship as a fighting unit. 

The recent negotiations between 
this nation and Great Britain, car- 
ried on in personal conversations be- 
tween Prime Minister MacDonald 
and Ambassador Dawes in London, 
dealt almost entirely with cruiser 
strength, The virtual agreement 
reached would apply the Hoover 
“yardstick” to measure fighting 
strength. 

Under it the British would have a 
gross cruiser tonnage of 339,000 and 
the United States 285,000 to 300,000, 
The only remaining point of differ- 
ence deals with how 30,000 tons of 
cruisers shall be distgibuted by the 
United States, whether in three 10,- 
000-ton cruisers with 
guns, or in four 7,500-ton cruisers 
with six inch guns.

Details of the agreement which 
have not yet been worked out, are 
to be left to the general conference 
which must approve the 
American understanding 
can become effective.

B.C. Government Will Delete 
Door Advertising Along 
Provincial Highway 
The British Columbia Government 
has declared an unrelenting war on 
outdoor advertising along the pro-« 
vincial highways, and during the 
next few weeks all billboards and 
hoardings devoted to subjects other 
than road directions will be removed. 

The government is thus taking 
action that will provide a uniform 
system along the Pacific Highways 
from British Columbia to Mexico. 
The’ Oregon ,State Government has 
already taken action to have all 
advertising matter removed from 
the state highways, and legislation 
of similar effect is before the Wash- 
ington state authorities. 

“We don’t want to be hard on the 
people who have spent money on ad- 
vertising,”” said Hon. Nels Lougheed, 
Minister of Public Works, “but we 
place first consideration on the 
beauty of the province's scenery, and 
we believe that the public has a 
right to enjoy that scenery without 
having it defaced by a lot of un- 
sightly advertising matter.” 

The government does not propose 
to interfere with the advertising 
matter put up by resort hotels or 
similar interests who have a_legi- 
timate reason for informing travel- 
lers of what they have to offer. 
These have a definite value to the 
public and will be allowed to re- 
main. All other signs, however, will 
be subjected to rigid government 
test and unless they meet with offi- 
cial approval they will be destroyed.

The Human Heart 


Hardest Worked Organ In the Body, 
and Should Be carefully 
Considered 

In the single day, the human heart 
expends enough energy to lft its 
owner to a-height of over 400 feet, 
according to a statement on heart 
disease issued recently by the Chi- 
cago School of Sanitary Instruction. 
No other organ is worked so hard as 
the heart. The only rest it ever gets 
from birth to death is the small in- 
terval between heart beats. It beats 
more than 100,000 times, and pumps 


1,000 gallons of blood every 24 
hours. 

Heart disease has many causes. 
Communicable diseases form the 


greatest single cause, for even when 
a child has apparently completely re- 
covered from diphtheria, scarlet fev- 
er, or some other communicable dis- 
ease, research has shown that heart 
disease frequently develops later in 
life due to the injuries to the heart 
muscle in childhood, by the poisons 
produced by the germs of these dils- 
eases. Diseased tonsils and teeth, 
and acute rheumatic fever frequent- 
ly produce poisons that injure the 
heart. Syphilis and defects at birth 
are also causes, while excessive use 
of alcohol, drugs and tobacco may 
cause injury, especially in people 
over fifty. 

The best way of checking up on 
your heart—for remember, it can 
only ‘fail’ you once—is to have 
yourself periodically examined by a 
physician, twice, or at least once a 
year. Then if defects are found, you 
may conduct yourself to husband

The Header Barge 
In Canadian Harvester 


Has Been Found Particularly Useful 
When Grain Is Short 

The short straw in many of the 
grain flelds in the prairie provinces 
this year is providing an excellent 
test for harvesting equipment of dit- 
ferent kinds. The combine reaper- 
thresher is coming greatly into use 
in these provinces, and has this year 
no doubt saved much grain that 
might have been lost, if harvested by 
the usual self-binder. The attach: 
ment called the “header barge” that 
works the combine is found to be 
particularly useful in short grain. 
Seven years’ experience with the; 
combine .reaper-thresher has taught | 
the officials of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms useful lessons con- 
cerning this machine.

New England at that time.

Even some 
members of his own profession turn- 
ed against him. From the pulpit he 
was railed against and treated with 
contumely. Every method of inter- 
ference was used, just as they are 
used, today. Ben Johnson was one of 
the scoffers and he wrote that, ‘I 
will ne’er owe my health to a dis- 
ease,” Benjamin Franklin opposed 
vaccination with a ‘facile pen, but 
when he Jost his own son through 
small-pox, he became a staunch ad- 
vocate, and in his autobiography bit- 
terly lamented the fact that he had 
not had the boy vaccinated.

seasons. Many methods have been 
used to try and overcome this state 
of affairs, but to date nothing prac- 
tical has been brought to light. 


A suggestion, however, has pre- 
sented itself in a new. gravel 
spreader, as designed by W. G. 


| smith, of Rossburn, Man., which was 


"demonstrated recently on the Emer- 
son Highway. The demonstration re- 
vealed that the job could be done 
with the minimum of trouble and ex- 
pense. 

| The new system is that of run- 
ning a four foot wide strip of gra- 
vel down the centre of the _ high- 
way, 
the two sides. This gravel is laid 
down in a perfectly smooth ribbon, 
and if necessary a car can easily 
cross it. 

The chief advantage in this sys- 
tem would be to eliminate the loose 
gravel at the sides, where the 
| greatest danger to motorist lies at 
the present time. On hitting this 
loose gravel when travelling at a 
|fair rate of speed, it is very easy 
to hurtle into the ditch before the 
driver can gain control of his car. 

The new system would also elim- 
jinate the error so many practice — 
that of driving on the wrong side of 
;the road, as the centre line would 
| automatically keep the drivers on 
| their own side of the road. 
| This centre line of gravel would 
of course have to be put a few 
{inches in depth, with a flat top, so 
| that it would not be dangerous for 
cars to cross it.

May Leave Lonely Island ; 


But Proposition Not Favorably

St. Kilda 


One of tthe most romantic—and 
the loneliest—places in Britain may 
soon be left to the sea-birds. This 
is St. Kilda, the little group of Is- 
lands in the Atlantic, whose popula- 
tion has now dropped to thirty-eight. 
At the beginning of this century it 
was seventy-seven, and in 1851 it 
was 110. It has now been proposed 
that the island should be evacuated, 
and homes found for the inhabitants 
on the mainland. There are some 
hundreds of sheep on the island, but 
these are kept for their wool, and 
only used for food if the supplies run 
short. Sea-birds’ eggs and young 
sea-birds are the principal articles of 
diet, with potatoes when the crop is 
good—which isn’t always the case. 
The life of the islands is thus a hard 
one, and the fare is apt to grow 
monotonous.
